M a go-between. It was a diplomatic 
netoUatioD, no letters being written. 

Replying to a question as to wheth- 
er the agreement to sui rciulcr liad 
been made public at the time of the 
attack upon Manilla, Admiral Dewey 
aald he thought not. "There are," he 
aald, "lots of things which are not 
cummuniratfd to the i)Ul)lic." 

Mr. Patterson sought to secure from 
Admiral Dewey an admission that 
Aguinaldo had Issued a proolamation 
of Independence to the Filipinos iiboui 
the time of the siiil\iiit,' ol the Span- 
ish squadron, but the admiral said he 
did not remember it. although It was 
possible that ho nii,L;ht have done ho. 

Mr. Patterson tluii read the paper 
forwarded by Consul CK-neral I'rati 
May 20. 1898, In which the Philippine 
leader said that ProTidence had open- 
ed the way for independence to tlie 
niipino and spoke of the Americans 
as their liberator. The admiral said, 
however, that he did not remember to 
have seen the paper. He had. he said, 
given Aguinaldo a printini; press and 
probably he used this press for get- 
ting out his proclamation. 

In reply to a question the admiral 
aald that Consul Williams who had 
been stationed at Manilla was an hon- 
est man, although perhaps quite en- 
thoaiaatle. The admiral did no, how- 
aver, remember to have promised 
Aguinaldo his "cordial co-operation. ' 
as the consul had reported. For the 
purpose of maliiug inquiry concerning 
aome of the representations of Con- 
sul General Wildman, located at Hong- 
kong, .Mr. Patterson asked concerning 
that gentleman's character. The ad- 
plral apparently hesitated to reply, 
Mt then said: "He's dead— I'd rathe r 
not say. He was the United States 
consul general." ' 

He added that he would prefer not 
to reply to further questions, but 
wliMi Mr. Pattaraoa persisted, he ad- 
ded: "He was a very able man— an 
able consul." 

Bpeaklng of A.i;uinaldo's loyalty, the 
admiral said be bad become susplc- 
laua of that leader before the receipts 
of his proclamation of July 15. He said 
"I began to suspect that he was not 
loyal to us, when he demurred to niov- 
tat out of Cavlte when our troops ar- 
rived" 

"You mean that they were thinking 
more of their own independence than 
of us?"

Admiral Dewey also teatliled eon- 
oernlng the arms sent to Manilla by 
Aguinaldo, and Senator Dietrich ask- 
ed the admiral it" "He did not believe 
that the arms were purchased with 
the money previously paid by Spain 
to secure peace and that it was his In- 
tention to use the money to foment 
another Insurrection for the purpose 
of lalnr 

The admiral's reply was "ExacUy 

■o." 

Admiral Dewey said be had forward- 
ed the proclamations of Aguinaldo to 
Washington without reading them. 
The days and nlghta ware not long 
enough for my work a that time, said 
the admiral. "Since you have asked 
my o»ialon," said he, in answer to a 
questtoB, "1 will say I believe Aguinal- 
do waa there for gala, for loot, lor 
BO»ay and that lBd«f«Bd«M* naver 
eatarad hia head."

London, June 28.— An authoritative 
atatement contained in preaa dis- 
patcbea that the check In King Ed- 
ward's propress toward recovery, 
which was recorded in a former offi- 
cial, bulletin, wa; merely temporary in 
its character, receives gratifying oun- 
firmation In the announcement by 
the attending physicians, which is as 
followa: 

"Hlfl majesty had a fair night and 
has some natural sleep. His appetite 
la Improving and his wound much 
more comfortable. On the whole the 
king's condition Is attended with less 
anxiety." 

The announcement of a more com- 
fortable atato of the king's wound and 
his having aaeured natural .sleep is 
followed by an indication of increas- 
ing; .'issurance in the minds of those 
responsible for the official reports. As 
the time approached for the posting 
of the morning bulletin the crowd 
about the palace the king increased 
appnciably. 

When the better tenor of the news 
contained by the slip of paper attach- 
ed to the balze-covered board becorao 
known, something like a cheer broke 
forth from the assembled peojde. 

Prince Henry of Prussia and other 
foreign representatlvea were among 
the earlier callers at the palace. 

Throughout the afternoon only 
small crowds gathered about Huckiim- 
ham palace. The 2 p. m. bulletin cre- 
ated the greatest satisfaction. 

Subsequently a member of the gov- 
ernment said to a reporter: "Really 
everything is Koing on wcnxlerrnlly 
well and we all now think the king 
will recover, though, of course, wa are 
afraid of being prematura or unduly 
optimistic. The king Is proving him- 
self a »;allant chat>. 

"A good deal of ill-feeling and mis- 
directed criticism seems to have bean 
caused by the omisalon of the temper- 
ature from tbe'bulletths. I understand 
the doctors avoi(le<l mci't:,i:i of it fur 
the purpose of preventing what they 
believed would be an avalanche of 
faulty deductions from the press and 
H;ii j;eil experts." 

The latest bulletins cr»ated the 
most favorable impression in parlia- 
mentary circles. Many of the medical 
experts now believe that all danger 
of any septic process has passed and 
that so far an can be s(pn. the crisis 
may be regarded as at an end. 

Electric fans are being utilized to 
keep the king's apartment at a suit- 
able temperature, the heat In London 
at present lieinj; oppressive. 

Queen Alexandra continues cheer- 
ful and la In and out of the sick room 
at frequent intervals. The Prince of 
Wales again spent a short time in his 
father's bedroom. 



Rioting In England. 
London, June 28. — That many per- 
sons unreasonably felt aggrieved by 
the postponement of the local festiv- 
ities is shown by the fact that dis- 
turbances have occurred in diffi n iit 
parts of England. A crowd gathered 
in the streets of Watford and windows 
In the house of the chairman of the 
council were smashed, together with 
those of other members of the town 
coronation committee. Mounted po- 
lice ohargOO tke crowd. Coasiderable 
rioting was Indulged in at Dunstable. 
A protest meeting was held and the 
crowd afterward proceeded to the rf .'- 
idences of the mayor and the rector, 
whara amid muek hooting windows 
were smashed. A move waa tkan 
made to the Chiltom hills, wham a 
great corouation bonflra waa >li|dltad| 
contrary to orders. 

Mobs Are Angry. 
London, June 28. — The provincial

against the local authorities who had 
jKiatponed public dinners and festlvl- 
tiea. Smashing windows was the fav- 
orite form Of protests, in some cases 
the "Hooligans" lit the bunflre which 
had been prepared for the celebration 
of the ooronation. The most serious 
disturbanoes betnirred at Watford. 15 
miles from I-ondoii Diirinn the early 
hours a mob overpowered the police, 
wrackfd aaveral ab(H^.and aet firo to 



a store owned by the chairman of the 
town council. A number of special 
constables were sworn In and the dla< 
turbanca waa quailed. 

Official Bullatlns. 

London. June 28.— The following 
bulletin was posted at Buckingham 
palace: "His majaaty passed a com- 
fortable morning. All his symptoms 
are so far satisfactory. His tempera 
ture remains normal. No other than 
Important fluctuations In bis majesty's 
temperature will be recorded In the 
bulletins Issued."

Fk.sxkkort, K v., June L'*;.— The il,.'S40,-

Tboae favoring the erection of a new 
capital ware onwiiling to accept anytliing 
io indefinite. 

Some here think that the money prop- 
erly goes into tbe General Revenue Fund 
of the Trvaanry to pall thia fond oat of 
the hole and pay current expenses. 

Others, and these seem to be in the 
majority, favor an effort to pay off tbe 
bonded indehtednees of the State.
